LIVERS CONVOCATION SERMON. 


Preacher from ‘Glasgow, Scotland, 
ö Speaks at the University of Chicage 
 =Helds That the Three Factors 
That Incite to Wrong Are the Ap- 
pointed Order of Things, the Forees 
of Evil, and Man Himself—Latter’s 
Life a Warfare—Has Power to Win. 


The sermon at the convocation veaper 
services held yesterday afternoon on che 
Graduate Quadrangle of the University of 
Chicago was delivered by the Rev. George 
Adam Smith of Glasgow, Scotland. Dr. 
Smith spoke upon The Factors in Tempta- 
tion,“ from the text: Then was Jesus led 
up of the spirit into the wilderness tc be 
tempted of the devil.“ He said in part: 

The experience of our Lord tells us that 
there are these three factors in all tempta- 
tion—Gad, the power of evil, and the tempted 
man himself. After dwelling upon the lone- 
liness of temptation, the first rally which it 
_is possible to sound to our hearts upon this 
‘awful rigor of loneliness is that it is part of 
the appojnted order of things. It is no acci- 
dent. There is a warfare apopinted to every 
man. Through the chaos of human life we 
can descry a long line of battle set. Onthat 
field no human figure is idle, but every one 
interesting, stimulating to look 
upon. So we rise to the belief that we all 
have been destined, called; appointed, by the 
power wno rules and orders all. Nay, more, 
We know that we have been trusted by God 
himself, who has placed us at the post of 
danger because he believes us capable of 
overcoming. 

Let, secondly, we must not . this to 
mitigate our appreciation of the reality of 
the mysterious power whom we encouuter 
in temptation. Temptation is not only an 
examination set by the great master to his 
- pupils, 
is a real encounter with a real foe. Men to- 
day are too much given to the persuasion 
that a man may make evil his companion 
In opposition to that, 
Christ tells us that in every temptation there 
lies power sufficient to ruin our character. 
There turks a foe who is seeking nothing less 
than our life. 

The third of the agents in temptation is 
the tempted man himself. I do not mean 
that there are three actors in the drama; 
that God and evil set the problem and man 
has got to answer it, buf that all three are 
the setting of the problem—that to a large 
extent every one of us is his own tempter.” 

After pointing out that this was the ex- 
perience of Christ, the speaker closed by 
pointing out how temptations are of two 
Kinds. 

They may be sole ne said, the re- 
Sults of old indulgence, and gever coming 
but to weaken us with the recollection of 
former defeats. Or, like Christ's, they may 
not be ee but discoveries, proofs, 
tests—t 

worlds are in contest for our soul; the proof 
that we are trusted and called of God, the 
Signals of ‘a growing and destined naiure; 
and each of us has it in his power to say in 
what proportion these two will be mingied 
in his temptations.”

McKinley Thought to Have Tadorebdl

Erhe 
officers of the north E squadron un- 
derstand that Rear Admiral Sampson’s plan 
for welcoming Admiral Dewey has been 
approved by the President, though they have 
not -yet been definitely) informed to. tag 
effect. 

Sampson's plan is w olly his own, ‘and! 
all the officers under him are enthusiastic 
over it. He has suggested that he be per- 
mitted to take the north Atlantic squadron 
to Fayal, in the Azores, and there await 
Admiral Dewey, receive him, and salute him 
in the name of the President and the people 
of the United States, and escort him across 
the ocean. This is thought to be the great- 
est naval honor that could be accorded the 
hero of Manila Bay. Dewey is expected to 
reach the Azores in October, and the plan is 
to have there awaiting him the flagship 
New York and the battleships Indiana, 
Massachusetts, and Texa 

Preparations for the celebration of the 
naval battle of Santiago by officers and men 
of the squadron have assumed definite shape.’ 
At noon there will be a national salute by 
the ships and a special holiday dinner to 
the ships’ companies. afternoon there 
will be sports afloat, suchas boat races under 
oars and sails, swimming contests, races 
with shovels for oars manned from the en- 
gine-room forces, and other sailor-like con- 
tests productive of interest and amusement. 
At 7:30 there will be a dinner onſthe flagship 
for the officers of the fleet in memory of the 
Spanish war and to commemorate the anni- 
versary of the great battle. From 8 to 11 
o’clock there will be a grand illumination of 
the fleet—the New York, Indiana, and Texas 
with electrical devices and the Massachus- 
etts and New Orleans with searchlights. 
The training ships Essex and Constellation 
will assist, as will the naval war training 
station and torpedo station. 

The dinner in the evening will be on the 
quarter deck of the New York. About sixty 
officers will be gathered around the board, 
‘with Admiral Sampson at the head. It has 
been found impracticable to arrange for a 
reunion of all the officers who served in the 
squadron which destroyed the Spanish fleet 
a year ago. So many changes have been
